PoWs for recognition: 
price set by Dacca 


DACCA (AP). — India and Bangla 
Desh will refuse to negotiate the 
sending of Pakistani prisoners-of- 
war home until President Gulfikar 
Ali Bhutto recognizes Bangla Desh, 
the two countries announced yester- 
day. 

‘The announcement came from offi- 
cial spokesmen for both countries as 
Iadian Prime Minister India Gandhi 
and Bangla Desh Prime Minister 
Sheikh Mujibur Rahman wound up 
two days of talks, including discus- 
sions on the sensitive prisoner-of- 
war issue, 

Mr. Bhutto, who returned to 
Pakistan from a visit to Moscow, 
has called on India to repatriate 
unilaterally the Pakistani prisoners 
as a gesture of goodwill. 

But according to the spokesman 
here, Indie will not negotiate the 
repatriation of 94,000 Pakistani 
troops interned in India without 
concurrence from Bangla Desh — 
and Bangla Desh will not concur 
unless Pakistan extends diplomatic 
relations. 

This is the first time the gov- 
ernments of India and Bangia Desh 
have linked the return of the pri- 
soners with recognition. 


Foll lds visit to Moscow, 
President Bhutto said he was satis- 
fied he had succeeded in patching 
up his country’s strained relations 
with the Soviet Union, the Pakistani 
suubansador to Moscow ‘said yester- 

ay. 
Mr. Bhutto arrived in Moscow on 
Thursday afternoon and, after a 
series of meetings with Premier 
Kosygin and General Sec- 
retary Leonid Brezhnev, left for 
home yesterday morning. 

‘FRAN’ TALKS 

The talks were described in the 
subsequent joint communique as 
“frank δὴ] useful.” It was under- 
stood that all subjects touching on 
bilateral relations and security in 
South Asia were discussed. 

‘The Pakistani spokesman in Mos- 
cow aaid in answer to questions 
that the visit served to “normalise” 
Soviet-Pakistani relations. According 
to the communique, it also brought 
agreement on resumption of dis- 
rupted Soviet aid to Pakistan. Pa- 
Kistami sources declined to put a 
cash value on Moscow’s help and 
said aid questions were under re- 
view. 


U.N. has custody of 
Czech arms in Cyprus 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — Sec- 
retary-General Kurt Waldheim said 
on Friday that the Government of 
Cyprus and the U.N. special repre- 
sentative had worked out an ar- 
rangement for the safe storage of 
arms imported from Czechoslovakia. 

The import of the arms, said to 
be worth $2.5m., was a principal 
reason for the campaign launched 
by the Greek Government against 
‘President Malarios five weeks ago. 
Greece demanded the surrender of 
the arms and the formation of a 
government of national unity in 
Cyprus. 

The incident, in January, had 
also ted to protests by ‘leaders of 
the Turkish community In Cyprus 
and had threatened to prevent re- 
activation of talks between Greek 
and Turkish Cypriots. 

In a special report to the Secur- 
ity Council, Dr. Waldheim gave de- 
tails of the agreement reached be- 
tween Foreign Minister Spyros 
Kyprianou and U.N. representative 
‘Bibiano Osorio-Tafall on March 10.

‘SAIGON (AP). — South Vietnamese 
infantrymen fought their third major 
battle this week between the old 
imperial capital of Hue and the A 
Shau valley in the δὶ ern quar- 
ter of the country, the Saigon eom- 
mand reported yesterday. 

Officers in the field claimed that 
2382 North Vietnamese troops have 
been Killed since Monday in the 
2,500-man South Vietnamese drive 
supported by heavy U.S. B-52 strikes, 
Total South Vietnamese losses were 
reported as 21 troops killed and 
.36 wounded. 

The South Vietnamese troops are 
sweeping through the Communist 
area on the eastern edge of the A 
Shau valley, a major transhipment 
‘point for war materials flowing down 
the Ho Chi Minh trail in Laos. The 
drive is aimed at cutting off the flow 
of supplies and troops from bage 
area 114. to the populous coastal iow- 


lands to the east in efforts to secure 
cities and towns from Communist 
attack, | 

U.S. military sources disclosed yes- 
terday that American fighter-bomb- 
ers and gunships made one of the 
most successful raids of the war 
against the Ho Chi Minh supply 
network in Laos two nights ago, 
triggering 800 secondary explosions 
and 600 fires. 

Sources said the American planes 
apparently hit large-sized supply 
depots on the North Vietnamese 
network, sending up jarge quantitles 
of ammunition and fuel in flames. 

Much of the damage was done, 
sources said, ὃν one 7th air force 
AC-130 Sunship armed with televi- 
sion cameras and infrared devices 
that can spot camouflaged instal- 
ations in the night, and rapid- 
firing 400 mm. cannon that can 
destroy them.

JSRAEC industry will be walkiog 
8 tightrope between profit aad 
loss in 1972, with the eventual out- 
come fargely dependent upon effici- 
ent management and the ability to 
benefit from export markets, said 
Mr. Amcs Mar-Heim, deputy Direc- 
tor-Generalof the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry, at a recent 
Management Centre symposium on 
Industrial profitability. 

He expected industrial output to 
increase 10 to 11 per cent this year, 
with the labour force growing by 
4 per cent or slightly more, The 
Industrial wage bill would go up 
about 17 per cent, he forecast, but 
other cost elements would advance 
jess. 

As ἃ “yresult, unit production 
costs may advance 13 per cent, 
while labour productivity could go 
up 6.5 per cent. Even taking into 
account a 4 to 5 per cent average 
price rise — in spite of price cont- 
rol —- proceeds per unit will not 
necessarily increase in Mne with the 
probable cost rise. 

Though defence orders and ex- 
port markets offer prospects of ex- 
panding sales, and thus to benefit 
from the economics of scale and to 
widen profit margins, Mr. Mar-Haim 
expected the industral profitability 
average to go on decreasing. Never- 
theless, industrial investments would 
increase 20 per cent compared with 
1971. 

Mr, YoseZ Alsheich, economic ad- 
viser of the Manufacturers’ Agso- 
elation, took a gloomier view, 
stressing that industrial profits must 
be put into proper perspective by a 
comparison with the yield available 
on financial assets. This is now 
about 12 per ceat, and industry 
should be earning twice that, as 
it does in most developed countries. 


Without profit 


He quoted a2 sample survey he 
made to show that such a sound 
ratio indeed existed in the first two 
years efter the slowdown, but has 
since been upset by persistent cost 
rises and price control, From an 
investor's point of view the current 
industrial prosperity is profitless, he 
said. Current investment plans were 
still fed by past profits, but they 
would dry up before long. 

Mr. Yoram Barzilai, head of the

[TH Treasury will make an ef- 

fort to ease the way for new 
share issues, said Mr. Yoram Golon, 
deputy commissioner for the Capital 
‘Market, at a recent symposium on 
possibilities of raising risk capital 
through the Tel Aviv Stock Ex- 
change. The meeting, organized by the 
Israel Management Centre, was at- 
tended by many prominent bankers 
and was chaired by Mr. Joseph Milo, 
senior manager of the Bank of Is- 
rael and deputy chairman of the Se- 
curities Authority. 

Mr. Golon’s remarks rounded off 
the rather optimistic discussion 
about the stock market position. The 
various experts, among them Mr. 
Mordechai Einhorn, Manager of the 
Securities Department of Bank 
Leumi and Mr, Avraham Twersky, 
General Manager of Clal Industries 
Ltd, did not think today’s price 16- 
vel for shares unduly high, despite 
the spectacular rise that had oc- 
curred since Augut 1971 and espe- 
cially during the early months of 
this year. 

Some astonishment was expressed 
that not more companies, after the 
success of the share issue of ‘Elec- 
tra Ltd. and the capital notes issue 
of Bank Leumi, had applied to 
the Stock Exchange to acquire new 
risk capital, Technical difficulties, 
the long time needed to prepare a 
sound prospectus, and the fact that 
it was stil rather easy to obtain 
fimance outside the Stock Exchange, 
were mentioned as the principal 
reasons for this omission. 

Some speakers advised the Govern- 
ment to raise the interest to be 
paid on loans of the Industrial De- 
velopment Bank, Others requested 
that at least a certain percentage 
of the money needed should be fi- 
nanced by risk bearing capital, that 
is common stock, before substantial 
long-term loans were granted. 

It was stated that especially the 
banks needed to expand their ca- 
pital bases ag the amount of own 
capital and reserves was at present 
insufficient in many cases in com- 
parison to their fast-growing ‘busi- 
ness.

Pension he 
older olim —

Older immigrants who come to 
Israel without pension rights from 
their country of origm will be 
provided for in part under a gpe- 
cial pension scheme announced 
on Tuesday by the Minister of 
oe tion. Natan Peled (and re- 
briefly the followmg day}. 
PoThe echeme applies to men be- 
tween the ages of 55-65 and women 
in the 50-60 age group. Eligible are 
all newcomers who immigrated since 
January 1, 1969 and have worked 


at least a year in Israel. Normally, ᾿ 


an employee is entitled to a pension 
only after having worked 10 years. 

One of the most important. as- . 
pects of the scheme is that it would 
help overcome the reluctance of em- 
ployers to take on men OF women 
close to pensionable age. 

Maximum pension for a person 
who has worked for 10 years will 
be 29 per cent of the national aver- 
age wage (TL800 in 1971). 

Men may remain members of the 
scheme up to the age of 70 (65 for 
women). None loses pension rights 
for discontinuing work after one 
year at one or several places of 
employment during his or her first 
three years in Israel, but payments 
will start on his 65th birthday, or 
her 66th. 

In terms of money. the maximum 
pension would be [L282 a month 
after 10 years and ILS$12 after 15. 
Both members of a family are eli- 


gible for it, and neither loses any: 


rights under the National Insurance 
plan, This comprises maximum pey- 
ments of IL101 a month for old age 
(1L151.50 for a couple) and ILA§ δο- 
ctal benefits {11.758 per couple), 

Other aspects of the scheme are: 
Φ An immigrant whose employer 

does not provide a 
plan can participate in the scheme 
by paying.bis own monthly contrib- 
ution of four per cent; the Treas- 
ury will make up the employer's ὦ 
344 per cent. 
@ <A member of the scheme will 
not suffer if an employer agrees 
to participate but falls to pay his 
contributions in part or In full, 
@ Eligible immigrants may join 
the plan retroactively to Jenu- 
ary 1, 1969, by paying their own 
contribution for the past years. 

Yeruham Meshel, head of the 
Histadrut's Social Insurance Centre, 
stressed that the scheme will ell- 
minate one of the most formidable 
obstacles faced by senior immi- 
grants — the general disinclination 
to hire personnel for whom no pro- 
vision could be made for their re- 
tirement. 

A reporter of the Russian-lan- 
guage per, “Nasha Strana” 
(Our Land), asked Mr. Peled whe- 
ther anything was being done to re- 
imburse immigrants whose decision 
to immigrate resulted in the for- 
feiture of. considerable sums in pen- 
sion rights. 

The Minister said that the ques- 
tion of compensation in such cases 
was being studied, adding that there 
were weighty financial and political 
aspects to be considered. He did not 
elabora!

nomy and sociology at Basie, 

Switzerland, was 80 this month 

Prof. Sdlin made headlines here 
several years ago with his pro- 
motion of 2 railway line between 
the Mediterranean and the Red Sea, 
ἃ project which was first conceived 
by a former West German Minister 
of , the late Hans-Chriz- 
toph Seebokm. Salin. who first came 
to Israel in 1958, was, he says, 
“fascinated by the grandeur of the 
plan and the possibility of its im- 
plementation:” 

A few years ago, Prof. Salin’s 
“Politische Oekonomie” (Political 
Economy} appeared in a fifth, en- 
larged and revised edition. It is 
still admired by students and 
acholars, a rare achievement for a 
textbook first published 50 years ago. 
His contributions concerning mon- 
etary, fiscal, energy, urban develop- 
Ment and social issues have com- 
manded an international -audience 
for decades. He fs etill active in 
the editorial board of “Kyklos,” one 
of Europe's most important econo- 
mic periodicals. 

Edger Salin romantically saw the 
Trans-Negev Line as 2 meana to 
open up to modern economic de- 
velopment in “a territory which in 
antiquity wes famous for its na- 
tural resources and its fertility. 
But he also realistically based his 
ease for the railway on exact cal- 
culations of the quantities of phos- 
phates and other raw materials 
which it would carry. In his fore- 
word to a study by two rathway 
experts, published in the frame- 
work of the List Institute Research 
Project in Israel under the name 
“Die Bahn der Drei Meere” (Railway 
Line of the Three Seas} he says: 

“Israel enjoys the advantage that in 
the Negev it can plan ‘into vacant 

and can therefore assign to 
new industries the location which 
is rationai, advantageous to private 
enterprise aud desirable." 

However, the project and Salin’s 
practical proposals for its financing 
did not meet with the enthusiasm 
expected from the Israel authorities. 
Until now, the Negev Line has been 
constructed oly as far as Oron. It 
is Salin’s wish to live to see the 
project realized and, as he put it, 
“to get on the first train to Eflat 
together with Mrs. Golda Meir.” 

Abstract and practical 

Salin’s approach to economies and 
the social sciences clearly <dis- 
tinguishes between theories derived 
from direct observation and those 
constructed by abstract thought. He 
never rejected teachings based on 
abstract models or pure econome- 
trics, but he regarded them as mere 
aids towards a synoptic, comprehen- 
Sive view which, in economic re- 
serch, must not ignore historic back- 
grounds, social spiritual and politic- 
al forces. ἢ 

Time and egain Salin has criti- 
cized abstract, generalizing theories 
offering universally valid recipes 


for the industrialization of develop-| 


ing countries. He has péitited ‘out’ 
the wide variance in the capacity of 
countries to “jump” from one stage 
of development to the uext. This 
capacity varies not only with ob- 
jective conditions — such as a coun- 
ἘΞ natural resources — ‘but also 
with its sccial and political structure 
and with the quality of its man- 
power and the readiness of a po- 
pulation to change ts “economic 
mentality,” its will to work and to 
save. 

Thus for Salin, the encounter 
with Israel's economic problems was 
an experience of a special kind. 
He found im Israel 2 country whose 
realities could be fully understood 
only when allowance was made for 
185 historic background, its spiritual 
and emotional forces. He found proof 
here for his belief that every sche- 
matic approach to problems of eco- 
pomic development is of limited va- 
que. He held that for israel’s eco- 
nomic policy, only a pragmatic ap- 
proach can be useful as the rate of 
population growth, determined to a 
decisive extent by the rate of immi- 
gration, changes 411 other data. 

Prof. Salin initiated research pro- 


jects on Israel's economic and sv-|

agrecd to replace st in most cases 
by policies covering third party da- 
mages without the aeed to prove the 
msured driver's fault. 

‘The damages covered Sy these n0- 
faut policies would include joss of 
earnings and medical expenses as 
well as up to IL5,000, for physical 
and menta} puin, up to a total amount 
of 1L25,000. Claims for damages ex- 
ceeding this amount would atill be 
pald only in cases of fault proved 
ta court, but since they account for 
oaly a small fraction of road acci- 
dent claims, perhaps five per cent, 
the proceeding would be greatly sim- 
pilfied in mosr cases. 

A similar system was latroduced 
for third party insurance of motor 
vehictes in Massachusetts a year and 
a half ago, and has proved very 
successful, However, in Massachu- 
setts fault need not be proved only 
for claims up toa limit of $2,000, one- 
third of the amount proposed by 
the Insurance companies here. 

Insurance experts expect the new 
system to result in an increase of 
damage payments to victims of road 
accidents by at least one-half or 
up to ILd0m. a year. They doubt 
whether insurers will be able to 
zarry the additional lability without 
raising premiums, of which the pre- 
mium for third party damages nor- 
maliy accounts for one-third. 

At a recent seminar, opinions were 
divided how much the premiums will 
have to go up im order to cover 
the added financial burden, {n par- 
ticular because damages below 
110,000 are not, 25 ἃ rule, covered 
by re-insurance. Dr. Y. Gruengard, 
general manager of Migdal-Binyax, 
estimated the required increase at 
25 per cent. It has been claimed 
that such ἃ rise of premiums would 
be socially justified because it would 
force drivers of motor vehicles to 
shoulder ampler financial responsi- 
bility for their victims. 


Fluorescent strips 
for road safety 


fhe National Counc for the 
Prevention of Accidents has re- 
cently completed a campaign to 
familiarize kibbutz members with 
the use of reflecting strips designed 
te make welking at night safer. 

The strips of materiel, which 
are covered with fluorescent paint, 
are secured to the trouser leg 
with safely pins. As a pedestrian 
walks along the highway at night 
they are clearly reflected im the 
headlights of cars coming from 
front or behind and give the driver 
umple warning. 
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Insurance of motor vehicles has 
been operating in the red for se- 
veral years owing τὸ soaring, 58" 
rage costs and road accident claims, 
which have by far exceeded the ad- 
vance in premium rates. In 1970 
losses in this branch totaled IL20m.

Nevertheless, must insurance com- 
pantes consider this branch essential 
for thelr activity, in order to 81- 
tract customers, coveriag losses 
from gains in other fields. Their 
readiness to improve the insurance 
terms (by droppirg the fauit clause 
for most cases) ig aimed at staving 
off the suggested t2keover of road 
accident imsurance by the National 
Ingurance Institute, which already:

5-inch bumpers 


for American cars 


DETROIT — Cars will be shorter 
in the future — but they are going 
to get longer before they get shorter. 
Experts predict that the full-size 
American car will shrink in overall 
length and eventually come down to 
the size of today's “intermediates.” 

But before they shrink, cara will 
get longer. This is because of the 
δον; shock-absorbing bumpers which 
extend five inches at the front and 
at the rear. The bumpers will be to- 
stalled on present body sizes and it 
will be years before the sizes are 
cut down. 

The new iST3models wil be 
equipped with evergy - absorbing 
bumpers to protect them from dam- 
age in front-end collisions of up to 
18 kph, or rear collisions up to 8 
kph, The reason for the difference 
in 68] between front and 
rear bumpers is that studies have 
shown that the chances of a front- 
end collision are twice as great 85 
those of a rear-end crash, Front- 
‘end damage occurs in 53 per cent 
of alt mishaps; rear-end damage, 
in only 25 per cent 

The Big Three of car manufactur- 
Ing are all using different ap- 
proaches to solve the bumper ques- 
tion. 

Ford is using a bonded rubber 
system for shock absorption. ‘Gene- 
rai Motors cars will have hydraulic 
shock absorbers and Chrysler is 
expected to incorporate steel springs 
as part of tts bumper support to 
take up the shock of an impact. 

For the most part body stylists 
will conceal the shock absorbers. 
In front there will be clearance for 
the bumper mounts to retract under 
the hood. In the rear, part of the 
trunk space will be used for this 
purpose.

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ISRAEL AT IGEDO 


By Naomi Gutkind ; 
DUSSELDORF. — 
ΤᾺ Monday night, the Jsracl! 
flag was hoisted, together with 
those of many other countries, above 
the entrance gates of the IGEDO 
exhibition halts just outside Duassel- 
darf, when the 92nd ready-to-wear 
fair opened. The fair’s new premises, 
pow in use for the first time, are 
said to be the largest fashion falr- 
grounds of their kind in Europe. It 
was filled to capacity though, with 
the organizers stil! having to reject 
would-be participants on the 
rounds of lack Of space at the 
lost minute. 

The 20 Zeraeli fashion mapcfac- 
turers, whose participation in the 
event is organized by the Israel Com- 
pany for Fairs and Exhibitions, are 
mostly “old tiners” at IDEGO, ar- 
rived 'in Dusseldorf directly from 
New York where they have been 
holding shows at the ATID show- 
rooms. There are Mixed opinions on 
the advisability of this: many ex- 
perts feel that it Js: wrong to show 
the same collection for U.S. huyers 
and those from Central Europe, 
where tastes and requirements are 
very different. 

This time at Jeast the Israeli con- 
tingent reached IGEDO in March, 
in place of lest year when they at- 
tended the fair ip April, by which 
time most buyers’ order books were 
aiready full after having done the 
rounds of the Parls Pret-a-Porter 
and various other European trade 
fairs. 

Conservative styles 

Another difficulty being faced 
by the Israell producers is that 
their collections tend to “fall be- 
tween two stools”: not being suf- 
flefently original for the boutique 
market and not cheap enough for 
the competitive: chain and depart- 
Ment store business, 

One Israeli manufacturer pres- 
ent, Raff Kurzburg of Meza, said 
he felt that the principal demand 
at IGEDO was for women's wear ra- 
ther than young teenage styles: thus 
the type of collection he was show- 
ing, which he felt was suitable, 
was based on fairly quiet, conser- 
vative Unes this time.

NETANYA. — Some 100 residents 
of the expensive Netanya beach- 
front have organized a protest 
Movement to block the destruction 
of the city’s only public swimming 
Pool (and their own view) to make 
room for a multi-storey hotel. 

At a meeting organized by the 
protesters — mostly English-speak- 
dng recent. immigrants — on‘Thurs- 
day evening, it was alleged tha: 
the Municipality was allowing the 
destruction of the city’s most pre- 
cious asset — “its natural scenery 
and beautiful beachfront.” 

The residents said. permits had 
been issued for an eight-storey in- 
door parking garage and other tail 
buildings that will completely 
obstruct their view of the ocean. 
They pointed out that they had 
purchased their apartments with

Price they paid included an un- 
obstructed view of the sea. 

The residents have sent a writ- 
ten protest to Mayor Oved Ben- 
Ami and also plan to circulate 3 
petition among the city’s business-

Former experi- 
ments, such as those carried out by 
Prof. Joseph Weber, of Maryland 
University, in the U-.S., left a great 
deal unexplained and were not ac- 
cepted as conclusive proof in world 
scientific circles.” 

The University President said 
that Prof. Weber has been trying to 
detect and record gravitational 
waves for maby years and is still, 
in fact, engaged in his experiments. 
He had constructed giant antennae to 
detect the waves. But he did not 
have any equipment to eliminate 
various shocks on the planet earth 
itself. In addition, his 1969 claim 


to have . discovered the - wayes -way” 


sceptically since he origin- 
ally claimed that peak signals were 
received only once in every 24 hours. 
Since the signals came from space, 
they should have reached a peak 
every 12 hours. 


In addition, Prof. Ne’eman points 
out that, according to Prof. Weber's 
claims, “there would have to be 
such phenomenal reactions within 
our galaxy that a good many suns 
would have to be reduced into energy 
in order to provide the waves he 
Claimed to have received from the 
direction in which he claimed to 
have detected them. There is no 
proof that such reactions are taking 
place in the galaxy. if they Indeed 
were taking place, the whole galaxy 
would have been long dead, as all 
our stars would have disappeared 
long ago. Thus Prof. Weber's claim 
cannot be taken as conclusive 
proof,” Prof. Ne’eman argued. 

Prof. Sadeh's findings are to be 

ed next month in the “Phy- 
sical Review letters.” This is the 
journal in which Prof. Weber's dis- 
covery was first published. 


Belgian sent 
back for allege 
diamond theft 


LOD AIRPORT. — Pierre Herman 
Levenberg, 24, ἃ Belgian citizen 
suspected of stealing diamonds 
worth $60,000 last October, was ex- 
tradited to Belgium on Friday. 

According to the extradition re- 
quest submitted by Belgium, Leven- 
berg was handed three diamonds, 
worth $120,000 by a Belgian dealer, 
for the purpose of selling them in 
West Germany. When he failed to 
return from Germany, it became 
apparent that he had absconded 
with the diamonds. Belgian police 
learned he was in Israel, and re- 
quested his arrest. When detained 
here, Levenberg told police that he 
had delivered the diamonds in Ger- 
many, and haq received in return 
a briefcase which was supposed to 
have contained the mouey. How- 
ever, he said, he discovered later 
that the case contained packets of 
newspaper instead of cash. 

One of the three diamonds was 
meanwhile returned by Levenberg’s 
father. 

Levenberg was turned over to 
two Belgian policemen, who escort- 
ed him aboard a Sabena jet 

A Dutch woman, scheduled to 
board the same Sabena flight, was 
arrested on Friday when customs 
officers discovered diamonds valued 
at tens of thousands of dollars in 
ὃ false bottom of her purse. 

In 8 routine search, the woman’s 
purse was emptied; but searchers 
thought it was heavier than if 
should be, and asked police to in- 
vestigate. The woman, married to 


an Israeli, was detained for inves-

‘Population over 4m.

By the end of 1980 there will he 
4,050,000 people in the country, and 
more than 1,140,000 of the children 
will be in school, Exports will reach 
the $4,700m. mark, while imports 
will be $5,500m. These are some of 
the statistics which the Treasury is 
telling potential foreign investors 
in an attractive English pamphlet 
published in preparation for the 
Prime Minister's Third Economic 
Conference, due to take place in 
May next year. - 

The pamphlet, entitled “The Israet 
Economy — 1950, 19€0 and 1930,” 
is a 68-page collection of facts and 
‘figures which depict the economy's 
performance over the past two de 
eades, and which forecast what can 
be expected of Israel by the end of 
the 1980s. It is currently being 
handed out at a series of regional 
conferences being organized jn dif- 
ferent parts of the world, aimed at 
getting as many potential investors 
as possible Interested in attending 
the Jerusalem conference. 

The book also lists the country's 
past achievements, and notes that 
industrial exports ‘(excluding dia- 
monds) rose from 8. mere $5m. in 


1950 to $400m, in 1970, while total 
exports rocketed from $i6m. to 
$1,380m. over the same period. Uni- 
lateral transfers (excluding those 
which have to be reps:d) of capital 
from abrosd totalled $6,500m. over 
the past 20 years. Government in- 
Come from taxes rose from 21 per 
cent of the total resources in 1951 
to over GO per cent two years ago. 
In 1950 only 24 per cent of all 
families in Israe) had electric re- 
frigerators, while, in 1970, 89 per 
cent had them. The oumber of pri- 
vate cars per 1,000 population rose 
from 8.2 in 1955 to 49 in 1970, 


By 1980 there will be 85,000 stu- 
dents (as compared to 50,000 today). 

The average annual rate of growth 
in investment τῷ residential cons- 
truction between 1971 and 1980 will 
be 5.6 per cent (not very impres- 
sive, considering that the average 
rate of growth for the country’s po- 
pulsation over that period will be 
4.6 per cent.) 

The only blemish in the attractive 
booklet is the number of printing er- 
rors. Israel's labour force, for in- 
&Btance, is given as 91,000. In fact, 
it is 10 times that number,

TEL AVIV. — A Tel Aviv con- 

tractor was killed at 10.30 on 


Fridzy morning when a stray 
buliet hit Dim in the chest. 

Gedaiya Tckatzkis, 67, was in 
the process of directing workers 
at his building project in Rehov 
Ashkerazi in Ramat Gan, when 
several shots rang out some dis- 
tance away. Workers saw Mr. 
Tekatzkis fai δὲ the same mo- 
ment, his hands pressed to his 
chest. They rushed him to Beilin- 
sou Hospital, Sut he died on the 
way there. 

A post cnortem revealed that 
the shot had come from 8. great 
distance — some 14 km. away 
— and investigators believe that 
it was a stray shot. The bullet 
which penetrated Tchatzkis’ chest 
remained intact, indicating it hit 
him toward the end of Its trejec- 
tory. It was identified as coming 
from a military firearm. 

In the area near the contruc- 
tion site there are fire ranges 
and wooded creas in which people 
have been known to practise with 
live ammunition. Police are try- 
ing to locate the exact spot from 
which the shot was fired. Foul | 
play has practically been ruled 
out, a8 investigations showed the 
victim's past to be spotless, and 
reveaied no possible motive for 
violence against him.

Plea for more help 
for Syrian Jewry 


A. call to increase efforts on behalf 
of persecuted Syrian Jews was is- 
sued on Friday by Supreme Court 
Justice Haim Cohn, chairman of 
the Public Committee for Arab 
Jewry, and by Mr. Shmuel Divon, 
legal adviser to the Foreign Min- 

r. 

The call came at the Jerusalem 
Vocal Newspaper, which was devoted 
to the sufferings of Jews in Arab 
countries. The speakers gave details 
on the persecution of Syria’s 4,000 
Jews, who Uve in ghetto conditions, 
subjected to arbitrary arrests, tor- 
tures, rape and robbery. 

Mr. Divon pointed out that world 
public opinion has been helpful in 
exerting pressures on the Syrians, 
and commended the efforts of Alain 
Poher, President of France's Senate, 
who heads the International Com- 
mittee for Arab Jewry. He empha- 
sized, however, that much miore 
need be done to arouse the world 
against the persecutions. (tim)
